The Ex-Speaker Defines His Position in 
Unmistakable Language. 


FREE, UNLIMITED AND INDEPENDENT 


He Favors the Coinage of the Metal 
at 16 to 1. 


THIS HAS ALWAYS BEEN HIS VIEW 


He Cannot Understand How the Goldbug 
Organs Persistently Misrepresent Lim. 
Hopes They Will Understand This. 


Americus, Ga., May 28.—(Special.)—Be- 
lieving that Judge Crisp could not longer, 
in justice to the democratic party and him- 
self, permit his position on the financial 
question to be longer misrepresented, I call- 
ed on him this afternoon and asked whethe 
er he did not wish to put a quietus upon the 
Question that seemed to be disturbing tke 
minds of so many people, unnecessarily, 
by giving out a statement of his position 
over his own signature. 

I found that Judge Crisp had just written 
out a card and was debating with himself 
the propriety of its publication at this early 
period of the campaign of 1596. After a dis- 
cussion of the matter, he furnished me for 
publication the statement given below, 
which ought to set forever at rest the ques- 
tion of where the ex-speaker stands: 

‘“‘Bascom Myrick, editor Americus Times- 
Recorder: Ever gave  consid- 
eration to the question, I have been 
a believer in and an advocate of the 
tree and unlimited coinage of silver. Ever 
since 1 entered public life 1 have spoken, 
and when opportunity offered, voted for it. 
1 still favor the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver by the United States independently 
at the ratio of 16 to i. 

“How anyone at all acquainted with my 
public utterances and acts can have mis- 
taken or been in doubt as to my position, 
is a mystery to My excuse for this 
card is misrepresentation; hope is that 
this will end it.

The 
non-partisan character of the meeting was 
further illustrated in the list of speaker 
These were: Ex-United States Senator 
George F. Edmunds, of Vermont: William 
L. Trenholm, of Nw York, who was comp- 
troller of the currency durine Mr. Cleve- 
land’s first administration; ex-Congressman 
Michael D. Harter, of Ohio, and ex-Minis- 
ter to Russia Charles Emory Smith. Be- 
sides these gentlemen there were several 
other speakers prominent in the business 
life of Philadelphia. 

The Academy of Music, while not crowd- 
ed, was well filled. The character of the 
audience was worthy of any speaker, being 
much superior to the usual crowd that at- 
tends a political mass meeting. An in- 
telligent and attentive hearing was 
given to the various speakers and their ex- 
position of the financial question was 
listened to with the deepest interest by 
the audience. 

George B. Roberts, president of the Penn- 
Sylvania Railroad Company, was made 
cnairman of the meeting. 

The meeting adopted, with a 
amble, the following resolution: 

“Reselved, That a sound money league | 
be organized in the city of Philadelphia 
for the purpose of assisting in the develop- 
ment of an intelligent public opinion upon 
the question of the currency, and that all 
citizens be invited to become members of 
the league upon the basis of the principles 
herein set forth.”’ 

After the adoption of the resolution and 
the election of officers for the league the 
meeting adjourned. 

Senator Edmunds spoke for nearly an 
hour. 

Mr. Trenholm was the next speaker. He 
said: 

‘‘There is no need to exaggerate the crisis 
that is upon us. We are here tonight be- 
cause we recognize the gravity. of the sit- 
uation and appreciate the importince of 
doing all we can toward bringing about a 
right solution of the free silver coinage 
system. It is a serious thing when men 
differ as to the ideas that underlie the 
religious and moral convictions, their lib- 
erties or their material welfare. All the 
great conflicts which by their results have 
the most profoundly influenced the desti- 
nies of our day have been conflicts as to 
such ideas. Not to go further back in 
history, we have had in this country great 
conflicts between adherents of opposing 
ideas: Our revolution came of the conten- 
tion between the monarchical and the re- 
publican idea. Nothing but the civil war | 
put an end to the long conflict between 
the slavery idea and the abolition idea. 

‘*'Today two fundamental ideas are strug- 
gling for supremacy in controlling the fu- 
ture destinies of all our industrial and com- 
mercial interests. For brevity’s sake let 
us call them the gold idea and the silver 
idea. These two ideas are declared by

PRESIDENT AND MRS. CLEVELANDECALL 


Funeral Services Are To Be Con- 
ducted with Military Honors. 


THE REMAINS ARE 0 LIE IN STATE 


They Ars lo Be Removed to the East 
Room of the White House—Secre- 
tary Lamont’s Practical Help. 


Wtishington, ‘May 2.—Walter Quinton 
Gresham wiki receive a_ soldier’s burial. 
Except John A. Logan, of Illino’s, no other 
man outside the regular army has ever 
been honored by the ordering out of 
United States troops to attend his funeral. 
The preliminary services will take place 
in the east room of the white house, which 
has witnessed some memorjal obsequies, 


rison’s wife, but has never before been 
the scene of funeral services over a cabi- 
net officer. 

There will further be this distinctive 
feature in tomorrow’s sad ceremoni@:—that 
the draperies and other accessories will 
be entir@ly military in character. The 
United States flag will be the chief emblem 
of mourning round his funeral casket. 
Bishop Hurst, of the Methodist Bpiscopal 
church, will conduct the services. He was 
@ warm personal friend of the dead secre- 
tary, who himself was brought: up in the 
Mfethodist faith, his father and mother 
belonging to that denomination. All the 
cabinet will be present except Secretary 
Carlisle, who will join the funeral cortege 
en route to Chicago, where it has been 
finally determined that the interment shall 
take place. Secretary Hoke Smith, the 
only other absentee of the president's 
official family, returned this morning. 

Sir Jutian Pauncefote, the British am- 
bassador, as dean of the diplomatic corps, 
this evening convened a mee®ing of the 
members of the diplomatic corps at his 
embassy, when they, after adopting suit- 
able resolutions of sympathy on the oc- 
casion of the grievous which the 
government of the United States has 6us. 
tained, determined to attend the funeral 
services in a body. Similar action was also 
had by the justices of the supreme court. 
All the executive departments have been 
ordered closed by an executive order. This 
action, with Decoration Day, a legal hol}i- 
day, so closely following, will practically 
shut off public business for the balance of 
the week. 

The callers today at the Arlington annex, 
whore ,he-remains of the dead secreiary 
will remain until removed to the white 
house early tomorrow, included all the 
foreign ambassadors and ministers, the 
cabinet officers, the judges of the supreme 
court and most of the other distinguished 
res:dents of the city, Mr. and Mrs. Cleve- 
land being among the earliest visitors.

The Gresham apartments are in that part 
of the Arlington known as the Sumner 
house, a building formerly occupied as a 
private residence by Charles Sumner, 
which faces Lafayette square, one of the 
most beautiful parks in Washington. Half 
a block away workmen were busy erecting 
a theater on the site of the house where 
James G. Blaine died not more than two 
years ago. Shortly after 10:30 o’clock the 
president and Mrs. Cleweland reached the 
White house from Woodley. In his private 
Office Mr. Cleveland found Secretary La. 
mont and Secretary Morton waiting for 
him. No other cabinet officers were pres- 
ent. It had been arranged that the presi- 
dent and the members of the cabinet 
should see Mrs. Gresham at 11 o’clock to 
make arrangements for the funeral. The 
regular Tuesday’s cabinet meeting, which 
was set for that hour, was therefore post- 
poned and at 10:45 o’clock Mr. and Mrs. 
Cleveland were driven over to the Arling. 
ton, which is almost opposite thc white 
house. The president was dressed in black 
clothes and wore a silk hat.. He wore a 
long, close-fitting black overcyat, which 
contributed to his “appearance of mourn- 
ing. Mr. Cleveland did not look in good 
health, but showed signs of the severe 
bilious attack from which he has been 
recently suffering. 

Secretary Lamont had reached the hotel 
from the white house just prior to the are 
rival of the president. He and Mrs. La. 
mont had been constantly in attendance 
on Mrs. Gresham and had done much Dy 
their practical sympathy and active as- 
sistance to relieve her sorrow. They re. 
mained at the Arlington long after Mr. 
Gresham had passed away and were there 
again at 9 o’clock this morning. Secretary 
Lamont assumed a large part of the work 
necessary to perfect arrangements for the 
funeral and made several of the sugges- 
tioms which were subsequently adopted. 

To Be Removed to the White House. 

During. the morning many distingu‘shed 
persons called at the Arlington and left 
their cards. Chief Justice Fuller was one 
of the first to appear. Attorney Genera! 
Olney came just before the president and 
remained some _ time. After a stay of 
three-(,uarters of an hour at the Arlington 
the president and Mrs. Clevelahd returned 
to the white house. Mr. Cleveland had 
tendered and.Mrs. Gresham had accepted 
the use of the spacious east room for the 
funeral services and the details of the 
funeral arrangements were left to the 
cabinet, which assembled about noon in 
its ,egular meeting room. All the members 
of the cabinet were present with the ex- 
ception of Mr. Carlisle. Acting Secretary 
Uhl represented the siute department. 

At the conclusion of the services at the 
executive mansion the funeral escort, un- 
der command of Major General Thomas H. 
Ru,er, United States army, will move in 
the fcllowing order from the executive 
mansicn to the Baltimore and Ohio depot: 
Milita’y, escort, clergy and physicians 
who attended the deceased, pallbearers 
and h- rse, relatives of the deceased. 

Places will be reserved for thé president 
and heads of departments, members of. the 
senate and house of representatives, jus- 
tices of the supreme céurt and diplomatic 
corps.

THE PLATFORM TO BE READ TODAY 


It Favors International Bimetallism About 
as the Last Nationa! Republican 
Pliattorm Did. 


Zanesville, O., May 28.—With cheers for 
McKinley and Foraker and an ovation for 
John Sherman that brought a suspicious 
moisture into the eyes of that venerable 
Statesman, accustomed though he has been 
to the adulations of his Ohio brethren, 
the republican state convention inaugurated 
its business this afternoon. It was one of 
‘the largest conventions that has ever. re- 
sponded to the call of the party managers. 
Five thousand people—1,000 too many for 
comfort or convenience—were packed into 
Memorial hall when the doors were closed 
on a crowd that would in itself have made 
a respectable assemblage. It was a good- 
natured crowd to boot. For the once fac- 
tions and feuds were forgotten and it 
shouted and yelled te its heart’s content 
as if récognized one after another promi- 
nent figures in the politics of the party. 

The enthusiasm over Sherman and For- 
aker was uncontroliable by the temporary 
chairman, J. €. Bonner, of Toledo, and his 
opening speech was drowned Dy the noise. 
He was heard to say, however, that Yor- 
aker would be Sherman’s colleague in the 
United States senate. Foraker allowed 
himself to be escorted to the platform, 
where he dramatically shook hands with 
Senator Sherman and took a seat by his 
side. 

Bonner finally gave up in despair and 
amidst the howling he whispered in Sena. 
tor Sherman’s ear and the latter, assuming 
the gavel without the formality of an in- 
troduction, reprimanded the convention like 
a parent chiding a child for its misbe. 
navior and suggested that it was evident 
that those before him were not in a fit 
state of mind to select a candidate. He 
then, disregarding the arranged pros 
gramme, delivered his prepared speech. 
Senator Sherman spoke with considerable 
energy and his references to the currency 
question were loudly applauded. Warm 
greetings were aiso given to his naming of 
McKinley as Oh‘o’s presidential candidate 
and Foraker as her next senator. A night 
session was agreed upon, the usual com- 
mittees were appointed and the convent» 
teok a recess until 8.e’cleck p.m.

MEXICANS KILL THE NEGROES. 


Thirty-Eight of the Colony Shot Dead 
While Escaping. 

San Antonio, Tex., May 28.—(Special.)—A 
party of tive negrces arrived here today 
from Tlahualido, a negro colony in the state 
ef Durango, Mexico. They confirm the re- 
pert contained in recent dispatches from 
El Paso. Tex.,. of the killing of a party 
of the negroes who were attempting to 
make their escape from the colony. 

Jim Crawley, formerly of Griffin, Ga,, is 
the leader of the party of footsore pil- 
grims who arrived here today. He stated 
that he and the other four men with him 
were members of th: band who, about 
ten days ago, attempted to escape from 
the colony. In relatiny his experiences, he 
said: 

“All of the colonists are kept constantly 
under guard by Meaicans armed with guns. 
We were so badly treated that a band of 
forty of us resolved to make a break for 
the United States. We deserted the colony 
in a body and were pursued by a party 
of armed Mexicans, who soon overtook. us 
and fired on us. Thirty-two of the negroes 
were killed and only eight escaped. Myself 
and the four others with me made our 
vay acress the country to the United 
States thro. gh Eagle Pess, while the other 
three staried for El Paso. None of the 
promises which were made us have been 
fulfilled and the remaining colonists will 
escupe as £09 as they can find an oppor- 
tunity for doing so, 

“The negroes there are made to work 
very hard ad they have a big crop of 
cctton and corn under cultivation.”

George Boya. 

New Orleans, May 28.—The case of J. J. 
who a short time ago shot and 
Boya, on Canal street, has 
occupied the time of the criminal court 
since Friday last. Davis and Boya were 
officers of the «riminal court a few months 
ago, Davis as court crier and Boya as a 
deputy sheriff. The fury list was stolen 
just before the cases of the indicted coun- 
cilmen came up, and ané_é  =investigation 
showed that Davis and Boya were con- 
cerned in the stealing of the jury list. Both 
were thereupon discharged from their posi- 
tions.

Yokohama, Japan, May 2.—(Special.)}—To 
my great surprise I have found Japanese 
imitations of all sorts of English nd A@mer- 
ican goods on sale here, Almost every man- 
ufactured product formerly imported and 
sold throughout the empire is now manu- 
factured here and stamped with the foreign 
label, It is true in many cases the article 
is of an inferior quality, but its label is the 
same and it sells to the ordinary mortal. 

‘adhere is no protection to foreign ‘trade- 
marks and patents in Japan. The skillful 
Japanese is at liberty to imitate that which 
he can, and he is rapialy learning to do it 
well, 

Formerly Japan imported great quantities 
of foreign manufactured products annually. 
Her trade was largely with England. Many 
English houses have been represented here 
for many years and have donea prosperous 
business. Recently, however, England's ex- 
portations to Japan have declined material- 
ly, and the English manufacturers and mer- 
chants well realize the 

In talking about it yesterday an English- 
man who has been representing London 
houses in tne far east for many years gave 
me some interesting information. 

“It is useless to deny,” said he, “that Eng- 
land’s trade with Japan and all eastern 
countries is seriously crippled. It is declin-’ 
ing at an alarming rate, The decline has 
been caused by the fall in silver or the ride 
in gold, however you may care to put it, 
and the present wide variation in the value.

“Now, look at it from a practical point of 
view,’ he continued. ‘Japan and ali the 
eastern countries are on a silver basis. The 
Silver dollar for domestic goods and labor 
has the same purchasing power it had when 
silver was of twice the value from the gold 
standpoint. On the other hand the eastern 
country must pay for goods manufactured 
in England, America and continental coun- 
tries twice the amount, reckoned in their 
own money, which they :

They do not realize that it is because of the 
depreciation of their money, That money 
has not aepreciated at home, In conse- 
guence they will not buy the manufactured 
products of England America, but in- 
stead are exerting themselves in their own 
peculiar, secretive to imitate these 
manufactured products. At first their imi- 
tations were bad, but are rapidly im- 
proving them. They are adopting western 
labels and stamps which they imitate per- 
tectly, and are selling the goods as the gen- 
uine imported product, We have complain- 
ed, but there is no recourse. The goverfi-e 
ment of Japan rather encourages it, 
Cannot Help Themselves. 

“Now the question is, what can we do 
about it? As long as the relative value of 
gold and remains as it 
is the Jap afford to buy 
foreign manufactured products, On the 
other hand, in the manufactured goods 
formerly imported there is a tremendous 
profit to him and he is rapidly taking @@- 
vantage of it. 

“A continuation for several years of the 
advancement in the imitative manufacture 
which is now in progress will cause stag- 
nation in the manufacturing of. England 
and America. Japan will, in time, extend 
her trade throughout the world and will 
become the great manufacturing nation of 
the earth. Her people are possessed of the 
brains and the skill. They have no hesita- 
tion in appropriating our methods, ideas 
and patterns. With labor as cheap as 
when the gold and the silver dollar were on 
a par then nearly 75 per cent less tham ours, 
and reckoning that the Japanese dollar 
in America or Endjand is worth but 60 
cents, what is to prevent Japan manufac- 
turing at a rate that would close all our 
factories? You might shut her products out - 
of America ‘by your tariff laws, yet you™ 
would have to increase them very much 
to do so at the present rate of exchange 
between -gold and silver. But, with that, 
she would rob you of all your foreign. 
trade, and particularly of your eastern 
trade in cotton goods. 

Gold Countries Suffer.

The advocgetes of the gold standard lay 
great stress upon the necessity of our mon- 
ey being as g00d as the money of any oth- 
er country. 

Yet we know that with a given amount 
ef gold we can buy twice as much labor 
in England and three times as much on the 
continent of Europe as we can in this 
country. How, then.-can any comparison 
whatever be made between moneys of the 
respective countriés, and is it not absurd to 
talk about the money of this country being 
kept as “good’’ ag the money of any other 
country? : 

The value of money in any country is bas- 
ed on its purchasing power in the country 
of its coinage or issue, Any person in one 
country who wants the money of another 
country can buy and must buy that money 
with such goods ag he may have, and at 
such rates as it can be got for, measured 
by the products of that country. 

If a man* abroad wants to buy some par- 
ticular product in the United States, he will 
purchase the money of the United States 
with that of his own, country, and with our 
money he or hig agent will buy. and pay for 
the product of which he is in need. In oth- 
er words, be will buy a bill of exchange on 
the United States. The very purpose of a 
bill of exchange is, as it were, to transmute 


the money of one country into that of an- | 


other, As to any two countries, the money 
of either will,'to the full extent of the ex- 
port trade of that country, buy on absolute- 
ly equitable terms the money of the other 
country, no matter what material the mon- 
ey of either may be composed of: The ra- 
tio of the two moneys in, exchange will, of 
course, be proportioned to the purchasing 
power of the units of the two in their re- 
spective countries. 

This rule holds good, no matter how poor 
a country may be. Bven in the case of 
bankrupt governments it hold perfectly 
gcod, 

For instance, the money of Turkey, whose 
bonds are worth little or nothing, is as good 
in London as in Turkey, up to the limit at 
which English merchants have to pay for 
goods which they have bought from Tur- 
key, minus, of course, a- small percentage 
for exchange and charges, as in the case of 
the money of any other country. 

Or, again, suppose there were in London 

@ sum in Japanese yens equivalent to £10,- 
000,000, and that 40,000,000 yards of Japanese 
silk were imported at 5 shillings a yard. 
That money would pay for them, and after 
deducting a small charge for exchange 
would, although not legal tender in Eng- 
land, have in London all the value it had 
in, Japan. 
’ The money of this country will, likewise, 
on terms absolutely equitable, buy the mon- 
ey of any other country to the extent of our 
exports, Should there be an excess of im- 
portations from goid using countries over 
exportations to such countries, there would 
be a small premium on exchange. 

These are matters for adjustment between 
exchange dealers and those who, without 
foresight, send goods here from abroad to 
be sold in our market, or who, living here, 
buy abroad more than can be paid for by 
the exports of our own country. Losses of 
exchange should not be made to fall on ail 
ur people, but only on those who are re- 
‘sponsible for them. Any country that has 
a balance of trade in its favor can always 
to advantage get so much of the money of 
any other country as it may need. 

Want of Parity No Obstacle, 

The absence of a parity between the mon- 
eys of nations does not affect their foreign 
trade, as some would have us believe. I 
challenge any gold standard person to point 
to an authority of repute on political econo- 
my who anywhere pretends to assert that 
any nation having money other than gold 
is or can be injuriously affected in its busi- 
ness or other relations by any variance in 
what is called the parity of moneys. The 
money of this counry, whether gold, silver 
or paper, will always command—will al- 
ways purchase—upon equitable terms, the 
money of any other country with which we 
have commercial relations, whether those re- 
lations be directly with itself or through 
other countries. 

Bank of England notes will at any time 
and at equitable rates of exchange buy 
the money of any other country with which 
England has commercial relations, direct 
or indirect. Why? Not because they are 
payable in gold, but because they will com- 
mand commodities in Great Britain. The 
ultimate object is to command goods—to 
purchase commodities. Money is an order 
for goods in the country of its coinage or 
issue, a guinea, as Adam Smith says, being 
nothing more than “an order for goods on 


, all tradesmen in the neighborhood.” Any 


+ 


form of money that will command com- 
modities in Great Britain can, therefore, in 
any country of the world be exchanged at 
equitable rates for the money of other coun- 
tries, because almost all countries have 
commercial relations with Great Britain. 
Should the commodity desired be gold itself, 
the situation is in no sense altered. The 
principle is the same. Even gold coin 1s 
but a commodity in evefy country except 
that whose stamp it bears. 

Where, as in Europe, a number of small 
countries lie close tog¢ther and the plane 
of living of the people all such countries 
is about the same, especially if travel be- 
tween them is very general, the 
utility of what may be terme 
an international money is much 
more obvious than under other and directiyv 
Cpposite conditions. 

The Position of the United States. 

Where a country is of continental pro- 
portions and separated by thousands of 
sniles of broad ocean from another country 
possessing a certain character of money; 
where, also, the manners and customs of 
the people altogether differ and the level of 
life for the masses is much higher; where, 
instead of 4,000,000 or 6,000,000, or even 20,- 
000,000 or 30,000,000 of inhabitants, the coun- 
try hag 70,000,000; where, too, a country is in 
ne way dependent upon other countries for 
the supply of its needs, but has within itseif 
every element necessary to the supply of

where—there is no necessity whatever for 
@ money system corresponding with that of 
any other country, On the contrary, when

Suppose the people of the United States 
In all their dealings, foreign and domestic, 
Should make their contracts for pay~-ent 
not in dollars, but in pounds of wihvat. 
Suppose foreigners insisted that in these 
transactions the Americans shoulda use the 
System of scales and weights that wre 
used abroad. And suppose we foun‘ after 
a while that. according to the foreis sys- 
tem.the specific gravity of the pound 5. cieht 
was corstantly and wrongfully increasing. 
Suppese that upon this discovery objection 
Was made by many Americaus to making 
payment according to this foreign siund- 
ard. What would be thought of other 
Americans who shculd noisily insist that 
payment should be made to these foreigners 
according to the pound which was con- 
&tantly increasing in weight, although 
they knew or could readily ascertain that 
this increase of weight was surreptitious, 
Clandestine and fraudulent? 

Suppose the payments to have been inade, 
however, according to the interpretation 
placed upon the ccntract by these 1 sy 
Americans, many of whom regarded them- 
selves as citizens of the world rather taan 
of the Lnited States, and that all foreigners 
Geclined to enter into further obligations 
except upon the understanding that Ameri- 
cans making foreign contracts should use 
these foreign scales and weights. Very 
well, What injustice could there be in 
letting such of our citizens es insisted on 
wweking toreign contracts on those terms 
Carry Out their contracts according to their 
agreement. ‘etting each man individually 
puy his indebtedness to the foreigner ac- 
ccrding to the terms and according to the 
scales and weights of the foreign coun- 
try? 

But what objection could there be to 
permitting all the remainder of the people 
of the United States conducting their busi- 
ness among themselves according to the 
scales and weights which were the stand- 
ard in the United States—scales and 
weights by which exact justice may be 
meted out between citizen and citizen? 

Prosperity cannot come from injustice. 
Let our people among themSelves have 
just weights and measures; let the foreign- 
ers have such weights and measures as 
ihey please, Those who make contracts 
with foreigners may use any scales provid- 
ed for by the contract But why should 
cur own péople, among themselves, use 
scales that are perfectly equitable? What 
injury or injustice can happen to any one 
by such a course? JOHN P. JONES.

A Murderer Taken from the Jail and 
Hanged to a Tree. 
Baltimore, Md., May 28.—Jacob Henson, a 
young colored man, r&cently tried and con- 
victed in Howard county court and sentenc- 


ed to be hung June 7th, was taken from |

Ellicott City jail early this morning and 
hanged to the limb of a dogwood tree. 
The lynching was the work of about 
twenty determined men, who thus avenged 
the murder of Daniel F. Shea, 


which was | 


one of the most brutal crimes ever commit- 


tAd in Howard county. The lynchers feared 
that the governor of Maryland might be in- 
duced to interfere and commute the dead 
man’s sentence to life imprisonment. 
Grounds for this apprehension came from 
recent repeated visits to the jail of special- 
ists in mental diseases to inquire as to Hen- 
son’s sanity, and the reported intention vf 
Governor Brown himself to go out there for 
the same purpose. The belief has been 
sTrowing that Henson’s sentence might be 
commuted and he be spirited away to Bal- 
timore penitentiary. The effect of this 
belief was fond in a placard which was 
left pinned ty the breast of the lynched 
negro On which was written, “‘We respect 
our court and judges, Governor ~ Brown 
forced the law-abidifg citizens to carry cut 
the verdict of the jury.’ This was signed 
“White Caps.’’ . 
Battered Down the Doors. 

Shortly after midnight, when the city was 
wrapped in slumber, maskeag men began 
to assemble by twos and threes and svon 
surrounded the jail. The jailer was then 
aroused with the statement: ‘“‘We have 
come for Henson.”’ Admittance was refus- 
ed, but the outer door was quickly battered 
down with iron sledges. The noise did not 
arouse the prisoner in his cell, nor was he 
awakened until the lock on his door gave 
way under the blows of the sledge hammer, 

As the lynchers rushed in he shrieked for 
merey. It was useiess. A rope was thrown 
over the negro’s head and more dead thin 
alive from fright he was dragged from tt.e 
cell. He alternaiely prayed and cursed as 
he was dragged Gown the jail steps. 

Warden Lilly was out of town, but his 
family begged the lynchers not to hang 
the culprit in the jailyard. He was bound 
and gagged, taken to Merrick’s Jane, the 
rope was thrown over the limb of a dug- 
wood tree, there was a final sariek, ending 
in a ghastly rattle, and all was over. 

Henson’s Crime. 

Shea was murdered for his money in tis 
little Ellicott City store on the night of 
Tuesday, February 9th. Henson was in 
his employ and had been treated with great 
kindness. He confessed and his convict. sn 
took place at the March term of court. He 
confessed to having struck his victim with 
a hatchet and then hacked the head of 
Mr. Shea as he lay in the corner. Twenty- 
five distinct ga: hes were counted when the 
murdered man was prepared for burial.

Montgomery, Ala., May 28.—(Special.)— 
Tm Searcy, an ignorant young mountain- 
eer, pleaded guilty in the United States 
court here today to using the mails for 
fraudulent purposes, and related a spicy 
story in connection with it. He said he 
lived way out in the woods of Henry coun- 
ty and that about ten years ago he and R. 
L. Hardwick, Robert Pepperman, John 
Blanton “and John Robinson, Jr., entered 
into a conspiracy to defraud business 
houses in the north. The scheme was for 
them to represent themselves to be mer- 
chants and order a quantity of goods, re- 
ferring the dealer to the other conspirators 
as to the applicant’s responsibility and 
standing. By this means car loads of fur- 
niture, buggies, pianos, bicycles and quan- 
tities of drugs and other merchandise were 
secured and disposed of at a sacrifice. Top 
buggies were sold at $10, $1,000 pianos at 
$100, etc. 

Among other shipments was a car load 
of tombstones, and the entire county was 
stocked up with them, families securing 
Slabs for each of the living as well as for 
the dead on account of the bargains of- 
fered. These dealings continued during 
ten years, and were conducted chiefly with 
merchants in New York, Chicago, St. Louis 
and Cincinnati. As Searcy concluded his

county. He will go before the grand jury 
on Saturday and unfold the whole scheme 
in detail.

DEALT WITH BUCKET SHOPS. 


And That Was Where the Bank's 
Money Went. 


Albany, N. Y¥., May 28.—District Attorney 
Burlingame this morning called upon Su- 
perintendent Preston, of the state banking 
department, and was oOfficialiy notified of 
the shortage of Cashier Griffin, of the 
Park bank. The district attorney’s office 
is now looking into the case. 

Superintendent Preston gave out today 
the following statement: 

“A regular examination of the Park 
bank, of Albany, was ‘commenced on the 
l6th day of May, 1895, and continued for 
several days and resulted in the confessicn 
of the cashier, Edward A. Griffin, to the 
abstraction of a portion of the bank's 
funds, which sum was immediately made 
good by the stockholders of the bank and 
the resignation of the cashier was prompt 
ly accepted. 

“No apprehension need be felt concerning 
the entire soundness and stability of the 
institution, as its affairs were never in a 
better condition than they are today, which 
fact is evidenced by the report of the ex- 
aminer, which was completed Saturday. 

“The report of the examinér shows th-- 
the bank has a surplus of $18,566.’ 

Mr. B. 8S. Clark, of Plattsburg, who con 
ducted the examination of the books of 
the bank, had not proceeded far before the 
cashier felt that his shortage would be 
discovered. His confession of the shortage 
followed. It is stated forgery and in in- 
genious falsification of the bank’s books 
were resorted to in enabling Griffin to se- 
cure several thousand dollars.of the bank’s 
funds, which, it is understood, were swal- 
lowed up in bucketshop deals. 

The president and directors of the bank 
refused to speak of the shortage, and no 
intimation of the amount can be obtained 
from those who are in a position to know. 

The bank was organized in 1889 and Mr. 
Griffin has been the cashier from its in- 
ception. The bank has a capital of $100.!%v, 
and is doing a flourishing business. ‘The 
total resources are about $600,000 and the 
amount due depositors $500,000. 


A DAY IN ROME.

Before the Marsbals Fired. 


HE SAYS THE DEPOTIES SHOT FIRST 


aie Young Girl Says She Was Warn- 
ed To Go In. 


MRS. WILLIAMS ALSO TESTIFIES 


She Begged the Officers To Stop Shoot- 
. ipg,and Made the Surrender for 
Her Men. 


Macon, Gu., May 28.—(Special.)—At the 
hearing of the habeas corpus this morn- 
ing of the deputy marshals charged with 
the murde; of Lucius Williams, ex-Asso- 
ciate Justice R. P. Trippe, of the supreme 
court of Georgia, was an interested lis- 
tener, and occupied a seat by the side of 
dudge Speer. Counsel! for the deputies con- 
cluded their testimony, and witnesses for 
the prosecution were then introduced. 

The district attorney submitted for the 
deputies a written denial, or plea of not 
guilty, to the charge of murder. 

Mr. Marion Erwin offered in evidence cer- 
taim deeds which were alleged to have been 
forged by Lucius.Williams and which were 
in evidence in the conspiracy trial of Luth- 
er .\. Hall, in 1891, and were a part of the 
record in that trial. Colonel Preston ob- 
jected to the admission of the deeds on 
the ground that they had nothing to do 
with the case now being tried. He said 
thatthe sole question now at issue is, are 
tne deputies guilty of murder? The court 
has decided that he has jurisdiction and if 
he decides the deputies are not guilty of 
murder, this, under the decision of the 
supreme court, turns them loose, and they 
¢annot be arraigne before any other 
tribunal. 

In answer to Colonel Preston, Mr. Er- 
win angued for the admission of the deeds, 
and among other things said they were 
introduced to show the reason why Wil- 
liems resisted arrest and refused to come 
to ecurt. Williams feared he would be 
tried for complicity in the assassination 
of Captain Forsyth. Judge Speer admitted 
the deeds. 

The attorneys for the officers announced 
that they had no further evidence, and 
witnesses fer the Williamses were then 
introduced. 

The first witness was a negro, Jim Ea- 
Sol. 

Williams’s Clothes Exhibited. 

He testified that his house and that of 
Jenn M. Williams, where Lucius Williams 
was killed, were in sight of each other. 
He saw two men with guns going in the 
direction of Williams’s house. He heard 
tlhe first shot and saw the smoke of a gun 
at the cotten house. Then he heard sev- 
eral shots in quick succession. It seemed 
that the house was surrounded. He 
couldn't see the front piazza, He might 
lave been able to hear a gunif it was fired 
from the front porch, but didn’t know if 
“# gun was shot from ghe porch, He heard 
no voices until the women cried out “We 
will bring cur men to you if you will stop 
si-coting.”’ Colonel Preston exhibited to 
the witness a bundle cf clothing and a 
rewspaper. Witness said that Mrs. Lu- 
cius Williams gave him the shirt and vest 
on yesterday. She also gave him the news- 
paper, a copy of The Weekly Telegraph. 
Through the newsyaper was a kole. Wit- 
ness identified the vest as one he had seen 
Lucius Williams wear. The shirt looked 
like one he had seen Williams wear. 

A Girl Testifies. 

The next witness was Miss Nellie Vick- 
ery, a girl about fifteen years old. She 
resides at John M. Williams’s’ house. She 
was thsa-e on the day of the shooting. She 
walked to the front door, She saw a man 
near the corner of the cotton house. She 
saw Lucius Williams, John M. Williams 
and Sam Grace lying on the front porch. 
She thought they were asleep. Lucius Wil- 
liams and John M. Williams each had a 
rewspaper over his face. Lucius Wil- 
liams’s nead rested or a chair. Neither of 
the three men had a gun lying by him. 
She saw John Kelly at the corer of the 
cotton. house as she wus standing in the 
front deor. He said to her, ‘‘Lady, go in 
th= house.’’ The men jid not seem to hear 
what he said, anc remained lying on the 
perch, She went into tte house, A shot 
was fired ard the men left the porch. John 
M. Williams crawled into the house. Lu- 
cive Williams .and Grace walked into the 
house. Lucius Williams came into the 
house with a gun. She didn’t know where 
he got the gun. He fired the gun once 
while he was on the porch, and then came 
into the house. 

On the crosssexamination by District 
Attorney Gary, she said Lucius Williams, 
John M. Williams and Grace spent the 
night before the day of the shooging at the 
house. They left the Kcuse on the morn- 
ing of the shooting and came back. Some- 
times they would leave the house with 
guns and often aid not carry guns. She 
described how the men were lying on the 
porch. She said Grace was lying nearest 
the banister of the porch, and was between 
Lucius Williams and Kelly, who was 
€tanding t:ear the cotton nouse. Wucius 
Wilhams and Grace were lying rather ob- 
liquely with the banister of the porch. 
John M. Williams was lying with his head 
to the wallcf the porch and his feet to- 
ward the banister, He was lyirg at the 
feet of Lucius Williams and Grace. When 
Lucius Williams came into the house he 
went on the back porch. She didn’t know 
what became of him then. She saw blood 
on his hand and on the left side of his 
head. She saw him shoot one time in the 
yard near the corner of the piazza. He 
came up on the back porch and fell. Got 
Lucius Williams’s gun in the front part cf 
the yard, where Mrs. John M. Williams 
carried it after she had taken it from the 
side of “Jucius Williams on the heck porch, 
where he nad fallen. Mrs. Williams car- 
ried the guns in the yard to give them to 
the officers. She put the guns down in the 
yard and started back to the house and 
met John M. and Stephen Williams com- 
ing cut of the house to give themselves 


up. 

She couldn’t say positively that the men 
were asleep on the porch. She theught 
they were. She said the Williams broth- 
ers, Mes. Williams, Grace, herself and the 
baby were in the front room. She said 
some one fired through one of the front 
windows, but she didn’t kncw who it was. 

What Grace Said. 

Mr. Samuel W. Grace tus the next wit- 
ness. He said he was lying on the porch 
at Williams’s fTouse shortly after noon. 
He wes lying nearest the banister of the 
porch. He went to sleep. Couldn't say 
positively if Lucius Williams was asleen. 
Grace said he had a chew of tohacco in 
his mouth. It strangled him and awaken- 
ed kim. Just at this moment he heard 
fome one say: “Lady, get away: go in the 
house.”” Just then some one shot. He 
Jumped up and went in the house. He was 
the first one to get in the house. He did 
not recollect seeing a gun on the porch. 
When he went in the house he saw Lu- 
cius Williains standing in the front door 
with his gun in a shooting position. This 
was after the first shot had been fired. 
Then two shots were fired. When Wil- 
liams entered the house he saw blood on 
kis pers»n. Grace remained in the dining 
7oom a while. Later he heard Iwcius Wii- 
liams lic down, or fall down, on the back 
porch and exclaim, “I am killed! I am 
killed!’ Grace in a few moments ran away 


_.. from the Aouse and went to his home. ‘The

He saw Lacius Williams and his 
sors, John and Steve, on several occasions 
with guns before the killing, Lucius Wil- 
Hams told him that he carried ris gun to 
keep from being arrested by the United 
Stalttes roarshale. 
Mrs. Williams Testifies. 

The next witness was Mrs. John M. 
Williams. She was at home the day Lu- 
ecius Williams was shot. When the first 
shot was fired she was in the dining room 
with Steve Williams, .her brother-in-law, 
and her baby. Miss Vickery had been in 
the dining room, but went out to get a 
book from which she wished to get designs 
to order jewelry. She heard no one by the 
cotton house speak. The first thing that 
caught her attention was the first shot 
fired. 

She then went into the front room and 
saw Lucius Williams, John M. Williams 
and Sam Grace. Luctus Williams had a 
gun ™ his right Wand. There was biood 
on his left side. She went to the front 
Goor and shut it. She went to the windows 
and pulled down the shades, One of the 
back windows was shot at when she pulled 
down the shade, There were 
dozen reports. She cried to the men who 
were shooting: “Stop shooting, and I will 
bring my husband and the men who have 
not been killed to you.”’ She then carried 
the guns out of the house as far as the 
fence and put them down. There were then 
no more shots fired and she told them 
that she would bring her husband and 
brother-in-law to them. The officers said 
all right. and they would do no more 
shooting if the men surrendered. She tes- 
tified that the newspaper in question was 
at the house on the day of the shooting. 

An Episode. 

While Colonel Prestcn was examining 
the witness he sat on the corner of a 
table, his feet on the gcor. At the direce 
tion of Marshal Harrell Deputy George 
White told Coloncl Preston not to sit on 
the table while questioning the witness. 
Colonel Preston immediately assumed an 
upright standing pcsition and seemed quite 
surprised at the action of the deputy. 

Judge Speer, who had observed the inct- 
dent, said: “Colorel, I had nothing to do 
with that; it was the n.arshal’s act.” 

“Sir,” said Colonel Preston. 

The judge repeated ris remark. 

Colonel Preston then bowed to the mar- 
shal and said, somewhat caustically: “I 
heve observed, may it please your honor, 
that it takes two to run the United States 
court, the judge and the marshal.”’ 

Judge Speer replied with another good- 
natured smile: “I am glad to hear you 
Say that, colonel, for this court has been 
called an autocratic court. But I am czar 
here, colonel, There are not two of us.” 

Colonel Preston then answered: “I bow 
to the authority of the marshal and recog- 
nize it.’’ 

This ended the episode, to the amusement 
of the audience. 

A little later Colonel Preston § walked 
cver to the marshal’s desk and said to him 
in a low voice: 

“May I spit in your spittoon?” 

“With pleasure, sir,’’ replied the marshal. 
“I will have it placed by your table if you 
wish.’’

Mr. D. W. Cameron, a mechanic, was

Flis testimony was of a mechanical nature, 
the main object of which wes to show, 
if possible. that a person standing near the 
cotton house could have shot Williams 
while he was lying Gown on the porch. He 
thought he saw blood on the porch. The 
witness iS no blood relative of the Wil- 
liamses, though there is a family connec- 
tion. 
The court directed that ‘a subpoena be 
issued for Dr. H. Smith, of Telfair, as 
a Witness. He is the doctor who examin- 
ed the bedy of Lucius Williams after he 
fad died. 

Court adjourned till 10 o’clock tomorrow.

THEY FIGHT OVER A FENCE LINE 


Henry McDanie!, the Father, Strikes Stew 
ert and Is Knocked Down—Father 
and Son in Jail 


Covington, Ga., May 28.—(Special.)—San- 
ders McDaniel, a young farmer living near 
Hopewell, in the southwestern part of New- 
tor county, yesterday afternoon killed 
Rijey Stewart, a neighbor. 

There has been an old feud between the 
Stewart and McDaniel families. 
Stewert was putting up a barbed 
fence yesterday between his property and 
that of his neighbor. Sanders McDaniel 
and his father, Henry McDaniel, went out 
wiere he was at work. McDaniel senior 
looked at the fence and said that it was 
on his land. 

Stewart answered that, on the contrary, 
he had put it three feet inside the line on 
his own land. Henry McDaniel said if the 
fence was net moved off bis land he would 
take it off and throw it over the line. 

Stewart proposed that they get a survey- 
or anu have the line run. McDaniel replied 
that he would not, and in the exchange 
of words cailed Stewart a. liar. Stewart 
said that McDaniel was too old a man 
for him to fight, but the son wbduld not 
cross the line and call him a liar. 

Henry McDaniel crossed the line and 
Struck Stewart. His son, Sanders; ran up 
and also hit £ swart. The latter struck 
both the McDar‘2ls with a hammer which 
he had in his hand. Stewart knocked the 
father and son down, but Henry McDaniel 
gc. up and took his knife out of his pocket 
with the blade open.

The Story of the Assauit. 

A neighbor of the dead man and an eye 
witness to the deed, positively identified 
Howlsworth before the jury of inquest 
as the assailant of Johnson. 

The witness declares that Howlsworth 

was on Hills avenue, in the southwestern 
part of the city, last Saturday night. He 
was drinking and creating a great dis- 
turbance in that locality. Coming up the 
street he became enraged at a negro girl 
named Irene Curtwright and approached 
her in-a threatening manner, usihs violent 
language. He struck the giri several 
blows. Knocking her to the ground. Not 
satisfied with this, he stooped and picked 
up a hard brick and raised it in the air 
to strike a blow that would have xilled |, 
the prostrate woman. 
Ww. Cc. Johnson here appeared upon the 
scene. He had put up his car for the 
night and was just about entering his gate 
wnen he saw (Une unequal conflict and, 
seizing the negro’s uplifted arm, held him 
while the girl ran. 

Howlsworth turned upon t 
and as he turned jerked hin 
Johnson's grasp. Jumping backwards in 
the street. he hurled the brick 
son’s head. The brick came in 
with his head and hve fell to the pavement 
In the shadow of his home 
and almost in hearing distance of tne 
voice of his wife, who awaiting his 
coming, he lay with a ghastly hole in his 
head. 

in tue darkness the negro escaped and 
was in hiding until the officer located him 
yesterday afternoon. 

The Inquest. 

When the young man died at the hospital 
the coroner was nmbdtified. It was then too 
late to select a jury and besides the wit- 
nesses nad not been obtained. On this 
account the inquest was not heid until yes- 
tercay and then the jury adjourned until 
this morning, when the inquest will be con- 
cluded and a verdict rendered. With tne 
evidence now beicre them and the facts that 
be sworn to this morning, there 1s 
little doubt that the verdict will be that 
Howlsworth killed hin. 

Several witnesses were examined at the 
session yesterday afternoon and those who 
testified fixed the responsibility upon 
Howlsworth. 

En Wood, an oM negro, testified yester- 
day that he was in a house near by when 
the girl whom Howlsworth tried tu kill 
rushed in and told the story. He gave the 
alarm and peering out of the cabin door 
saw Johnson lying on the sidewaik and 
Howlsy.oerth rushing down the street, 

Mr. P. FP. Hobgood, a young man who 
runs on tee West Point railroad, was not 
examined, but he tcld a Constitution re- 
porter what he knew of the affair. He 
lives in the house next to Johnson and 
directly in front of this house the assault 
was made. He heard the oath uttered by 
the negro and it was followed almost in- 
stantly by the blow which was heard. Mr, 
Hcbgood rushed to Johnson's assistance 
and carried him into his home. 

Johnson and he never spoke after he re- 
ceived the lick. 

Dr. W. J. Little testified before 
jury as to the wounu and exhibited eleven 
pieces of skull taken from Johnscn’s head. 
He says the blow was sufficient to have 
caused instant death. 

The Funeral Today. 

The --~ains of Mr. Johnson will be 
taken to the family burying ground near 
Hapeville. 

The funeral will occur from the home of 
his mother at 139 West Fair street this 
morning. 

Mr. Johnson was a sober, industrious 
man and had been for many years em- 
ployed in the straet railway business.

Secretary Gresham. 

The death of Secretary Gresham will 
be sincerely and generally fegretted. 

Mr. Gresham was a pure man, with 
gp high sepse of honor, distinguished 
ability and strong individuality. He 
was famous as a lawyer and as a judge, 
‘and in the civil war he was one of the 
bravest of the union generals. During 
the siege of Atlanta, almost within tie 
corpérate limits of the city, he re- 
ceived a serious wound and was retired 
as a major general, with a pension 
which he declined to draw after he 
became secretary of state. 

He was 2 map with the courage of 
his convictions. He might have been 
~the noufinee of the convention which 
Pominated General Harrison, but he 
would not press his claims. When he 
differed with the policy of the republi- 
cans he withdrew from the party, and 
-* while it was well known that he was in 
thorough sympathy with the demands 
of the people for financial relief he de- 
clined to allow the populists to use his 
name for the presidency because he did 
not favor their extreme measures. He 
was thorougply American in his ideas, 
and entered the state department with 
the desire to inaugurate a vigorous for- 
eign policy. In this he was disappointed. 
The administration had ‘mapped out a 
different pregramme, and in the Ha- 
Waiian business and other’ matters he 
was so hampered that he became in- 
volved in a series of unfortunate diplo- 

matic blunders. 

Mr. Gresham suffered~the fate of all 
men of strong individuality when they 
are controlled by others who do not ap- 
preciate their policy and methods. Be- 
fore he entered the cabinet he was one 
of the leading tribunes of the people. 
The masses had the utmost contidence 
in his wisdom, integrity and patriotisin. 
In the cabinet, however, he suffered an 
eclipse. He became but little more than 
a chief clerk, and there was no oppor- 
tunity for him to display his ability and 
individuality. Even in this uncongenial 
atmosphere he worked with his usual 
zeal and fidelity and his fatal illness 
was contracted by his exposure to the 
inclpment weather of a month ago 
while riding, night after night, to the 
president’s country house at Woodley, 
where he went for conference regarding 
cur complicated relations with Spain 
and England. 

He died at his post, a martyr to his 
idea of duty; but it would have beer 
infinitely better for him if he had never 
accepted a cabinet position. Such a 
man ought never to have been made a 
mere subordinate. He should have been 
left free to develop his own policy, and 
the same ability and individuality which 
advanced him to the front rank in mil- 
itary circles, at the bar, on the bench 
and in polities, would have made him a 
commanding figure in the cabinet if he 
had been permitted to act as the head 
of his department. 

We have had few men in public life 
who were the equals of Walter Q. 
Gresham in intellect, attainments and 
patriotism, and his untimely end under 
the eclipse of his unfavorable surround- 
ings will be mourned by the any 
at large.

would be of vast and lasting benefit to 
the people of this scetion.” 

Although many other’ republicans 
west and south have had their eyes 
opened to the evils o* the single gold 
standard, the fact remains that the re- 
publican party stands for that policy. 
Archbishop lIreland, John Sherman and 
other republicans will continue to talk 
against the silver movement, and silver 
men may be hissed in other states as 
well as in Ohio. Opposition from such 
sources, however, only serves’ to 
strengthen the people in the knowledge 
thae theirs is the just cause and will 
Win.

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University Clubs. 

In noting the movement among the 
alumni of the university living iu ‘the 
large cities of Georgia to organize uni- 
versity clubs, The Athens Banner says 
that “if properly carried out, it is sure 
to redound to the welfare of the uni- 
versity of Georgia;” but The Banner 
makes this additional suggestion: 

However, the university club plan should 
be extended to the smaller towns in the 
State. In every county there are ten to fifty 
university graduates. These gentlemen 
should organize university clubs similar in 
Scope to the one in Savannah, and its mem- 
bers can meet at least twice a year, during 
the spring and fall sessiovs of the superior 
court. Just so soon as the alumni of the 
university become perfectly organized, then 
will begin a wave of popular support of 
Georsia’s highest educational institution 
that will compel the state legislature to ap- 
propriate money sufficient to elevate her to 
the position in common with the universi- 
ties of our neighboring states. The univer- 
Sity of Georgia is gaining in strength and 
popularity every year. 

There is no reason why the suggestion 
of our Athens contemporary should not 
be acted on. Several newspapers have 
joined it in advocating the extension 
of the university club plan to the 
smnaller towns and there is no doubt that 
these clubs, organized wherever a suffi- 
cient number of university graduates re- 
side, would have a healthful influence 
in directing public attention to Geor- 
gia’s great institution of learning. 

Minister Young’s Good Work. 

General Pierce Young, of Georgia, 
who has so creditably filled the office of 
minister to Guatemala, will reach home 
on leave of absence in the course of a 
few days. 

Since he has been in Guatemala he 
has upheld the honor and dignity of 
our government in the proper mannef, 
and his efforts in behalf of American 
citizens have been successful in a 
marked degree. Sometime ago a Mr. 
Argle and two other American citizens 
were brutally treated by officials of the 
Guatemalan government. Our minis- 
ter took their case in hand, presented 
the facts to the proper authorities, and 
the government has readily and cheer- 
fully made ample compensation to the 
persous who suffered the injuries com- 
plained of. 

All this shows what can be accom- 
plished by a capable representative of 
our republic abroad. Minister Young 
had no patiente with red-tape methods. 
He thoroughly understood the griev- 
ance of our citizens, and his relations 
with the Guatemalan authorities 
enabled him to secure redygess for his 
constituents without any trouble. The 
case of Argle and his friends would 
have hung fire with some ministers a 
long time, but the Georgian made short 
work of it, without causing strained 
relations between the two governments. 


Defying the Will of the People. 

In his Bowling Green speech Mr. 
Carlisle made a sensational declaration 
which will be regretted by the more 
conservative members of hie faction. 
According to The Cincinnati Enquirer's 
report, there were hundreds of enthusi- 
astic silver men present, and when the 
speaker showed that he was irritated 
and rattled by the questions that came 
from the audience they burst into storms 
of applause.

Mr. Catchings Then and Now. 

The Late Robert Louis Stevenson 
must have had in mind the MHon.

His failure to 
lift his voice in our behalf has satisfied us 
that he was wholly indifferent to the dan- 
gers with which we were threatened. He 
has announced ‘his opposition to the free 
cOinage of silver, regarding which the 
democratic party with substantial unity is 
of the contrary opinion.

Washington, May 26.—There is an under- 
current of feeling in Washington which may 
find more open expression within 2 few 
days, that the Memphis “sound .noney” 
convention was not the success that was 
anticipated, that it will not be attended by 
the expected favorable results, und that the 
president, despite Secretary ‘‘arlisle’s ad- 
dress, does not desire to consider it as hav- 
ing given full expression to the views of 
the administration on the*money question. 

President Cleveland is not a bimeta'list in 
any sense of the word. He is a stiaighte- 
out, unqualified, unflinching gold monomet- 
alist. He does not applaud the efforts of 
would-be apologists who have tried assid- 
uously for many years to prove that he is 
favorable to a greater use of silver. 

He had earnestly hoped that the Memphis 
convention would come out flatfooted for 
the single gold standard and would couple 
it with a clear-cut declaration in tavor of 
bank reform as the true financial issue 
Which should be brought before the coun- 
try. 

Mr. Carlisle’s Disappointment. 

This undoubtedly has been promised, and 
on the strength of it Secretary Carlisle went 
ahead and prepared an address in which 
he boldly threw overboard the convictions 
which he had strongly advocated for many 
years in congress and on the stump in favor 
of bimetallism and government currency, 
and declared in favor of the single gold 
standard. He, moreover, carefully elabor- 
ated, it is reported on high authority, a 
programme of banking reform based on 
the lines of the Canadian banking system, 
although that system was not specially 
named. 

But within ten days of the mecting of the 
convention President Cleveland found that 
the Memphis aftair was to be largely a 
cut-and-dried programme and that the po- 
litical and business exigencies of the south 
would inevitably lead the convention to 
throw a sop to the free silverites. 

This is said to have made him indignant. 
He had himself prepared a lette, which it 
Was expected Secretary Carlisle would con- 
vey to Memphis, in which the president 
again reiterated his views on the money 
question. The letter was never sent and 
Secretary Carlisie was forced to cut his 
scheme of banking reform bodily from his 
address, leavinjy it shorn of its mox: inter- 
esting and valuable feature. 

What ls the “Best” Money? 

Secretary Cariisle possesses to a greater 
extent perhaps than any man in public life 
the faculty of expressing his views and 
stating a proposition clearly and forcibly. 
So clear cut was his elucidation of the ob- 
jections to free silver coinage at the fixed 
ratio of 16 to ! that it made conspicuous 
his failure tc enswer two material propo- 
sitions advarced by the free silverites. ‘The 
first of these was that notwithstanding the 
constant fluctuztion of the bullion 1r’.tes be- 
tween gold and silver during the period 
when both were freely coined by nearly 
all nations, none of these fluctuations ex- 
ten led beyond the extremes of the coinage 
ratios—15 to 1 in India as against 16 to l 
in “ae United States. 

The second was that the “best money” 
contention of the gold monometallists had 
not been exemplified by the action of the 
government in paying either interest or 
vrincipal of its gold-bearing obligations 
from the war period uy to 1873, when silver 
was the best money to the extent of 3 per 
cent premium over gold. 

The Letter That Wasn't Seni. 

These omissions, coupled with the —-iision 
of his views on the banking question, ex- 
posed his address to the same charge which 
has repeatedly been made against the 
sound money programme, that it has con- 
fined its efforts to discrediting the free sil- 
ver raovement without offering an adequate 
remedy in the form of a more acceptable 
plan of reform which would stand the test 
of its own advocates. 

But the president had no intention of 
wasting anything so valuable as the letter 
which he had prepared for the Memphis 
convention. He chopped off its head and 
tail, rewrote the introduction and sent it 
over to be read at the meeting of the New 
York State Democratic Editorial Associa- 
tion. Sending an anti-silver letter to a 
New York meeting of any sort is a case of 
shipping coals to Newcastle, but it saved 
the letter from oblivion and gave the 
Memphis delegates a chance to see .h® pearl 
which they had lost. 

Presidential Possibilities, 

President Cleveiand has had the reputa- 
tion of killing off more presidential possi- 
bilities in his two cabinets that was ac- 
complished by all the chief magistrates 
down to 1884. The scalps of Bayard, Whit- 
ney, Vilas and J)ickinson hung in the wig- 
wam of his first administration; and it is 
now believed that the Memphis convention 
has been used as a te~ shawk on the head 
of Carlisle. 

Those who know nave dec:ared in positive 
terms that the secrecary had presidential 
aspirations, but the BKeimont-Morgan bond 
deal and the mental wrench which he fre- 
ceive in facing adout or the financial issue 
have injured '‘s prospects. 

The retur«ing pilgrims from Memphis are 
whispering that while 10,000 invitations were 
sent out for the convention, less than 400 
delegates were present from points outside 
a fifty-mile radius of Memphis. The resolu- 
tions were not discussed at any length, and 
were put through like a machine ticket ata 
county convention. 

It is predicted that democratic conven- 
tions in every southern state will come out 
flat-footed for free coinage of silver at a 
ratio of 16 to 1, in spite of the president 
and the Memphis convention, and that not 
a, free republican convention in that section 
but will be equally emphatic in the same 
direction. 

Party Lines on Silver. 

The sound money men from the same sec- 
tion, who have not allowed their personal 
convictions to outweigh their judgment, de- 
clare that the south is a hopeless ficld for 
sound money missionaries, and that the 
fight must be made in the north and west. 

The states north of Mason and Dixon’s 
line, east of the Mississippi river, and in- 
cluding Minnesota and Iowa, haye a major- 
ity in the electoral college, and the sound 
money leaders, irrespective of party—for 
present party lines they predict will go up 
in smoke in the cominx presidential elec- 
tion—declare that the fight must be waged 
in these states with perhaps Delaware, 
Maryland and West Virginia to be fought 
for as an offset for the probable ioss of 
Indiana. 

They declare emphatically that it wiil be 
suicidal for the business interests of the 
east to close their eyes on the situation. 
‘ye democracy of the south and west are 
ii retrievably committed to free silver, and 
the sooner the north and east wakes up to 
the fact, the sooner they will get into shape 
for the presidential campaign.

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WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN GEORGIA, 


A Bill To Be Introduced at the Next 
Legislature. 

The effects of the recent equal suffrage 

convention, which met in Atlanta last Jan- 

uary, are beginning to make themselves ap- 


parent, 

A movement is now on foot among the 
champions of this crusade to bring about 
an extension of the ballot in this state. 

At the next session of the Georgia legis- 
lature a bill will be introduced providing for 
the exercise of the right of suffrage by the 
women of this state. It is proposed to in- 
augurate a progressive movement in this 
direction and to enlist the sympathies of all 
who believe in the doctrine of equal rights 
to women. 

In a quiet way the members of the local 
association have been discussing the suf- 
frage outlook in this state for three or four 
months, It ig not to be denied that the na- 
tional convention of the woman’s suffrige 
association in Atlanta last January created 
a very favorable impression, and that many 
pew names were added to the strength of 
the local membership. A deep itnerest in 
the movement was also felt by quite a large 
number who lacked the courage that was 
needed to avow their sympathy. 

The growth of the movement in Atlanta 
suggests the probability that lezislation, will 
be earnestly advised for the next few 
vears, whether or not the cherished ambi- 
tion of the suffragists is ultimately accom- 
plished, It ig evident that the women in- 
tend to make a strong fight and the cam- 
paign may be inaugurated during the next 
few days. 

The regular monthly meeting of the suvf- 
fragists will be held at the Ugitarian churvh 
this afternoon at 3:30 o'clock. 

At this meeting the question of introduc- 
ing a bill at the next session of the legisla- 
ture will be freely discussed, Every mem- 
ber of the association is expected te be on 
hand.

Association Called To Order. 


MAYOR KING WELCOMES THE VISITORS 


Judge Hillyer Also Makes a Speech 
That Js Enthusiastically Received.

The Programme of Yesterday Was Full of 
Interesting Features—Personal Gos- 
sip About the Delegates. 


ESTERDAY morning 
President W ilar 
Ryle tapped his sil- 
ver-tipped gavel on 
his desk ip. the spa- 
: cious dancing hall 
mw of the Kimball, and 
— the fifteenth annual 
session of the Amer- 
ican Waterworks As- 
sociation was called to order, 

Rows of chairs that reached to the rear 
of the room were all filled with the dele 
gates and members of the association, who 
have gathered here from all parts of the 
country, These men of thought and action 
passed an interesting day. Live features 
marked the whole programme, and there 
was nothing save the absence of Superinten- 
ent Richards to mar its pleasure, The se- 
vere illness of the man who is at the head 
of Atlanta’s waterworks has been a sub- 
ject of serious regret to all members of the 
association, for among them all Captain 
Richards is well known and well beloved. 
It was largely through his efforts that the 
association was brought to this city, and 
for months he has been anticipating the 
present occasion. 

It was a suitable tribute paid him yester- 
dav, when the resolutions concerning him 
were passed with a rising vote, 

The morning session was marked by ad- 
dresses from Mayor King and Judge Hill- 
yer, both of which were answered by appro- 
priate remarks from the president. 

The afternoon session was called at 2:30 
with a full attendance. Four papers from 
men who are eminent in their line of work 
were read and discussed. These papers 
treated exclusively of subjects scientific and 
technical. To the members of the associa- 
tion, however, they were of great interest, 
and as each was finished, lively discussions 
followed. At the next convention these pa- 
pers will be'taken up aga‘n for discussion. 

This afiernoon the waterworks men will 
be carried out to the pumping station, 
where, in all its southern glory, the barbde- 
Cue will be spread, and there, under th¢ 
shade of the trees, they will stretch out 
to enjoy the juicy supply of vinegarea 
viands:served in the style which many have 
never seen before. 

Captain Bob Clayton will be there. He 
has put himself in shape to give the dele- 
gates from the north the imitation of an 
indigenous southerner eating barbecue on 
his native heath,

The Mayor’s Welcome. 

It was about 10 o'clock when Mayor King 
was introduced and stepped out to wave the 
members of the association a hearty wel- 
come to Atlanta and to the south. 

The mayor was very happy in his re- 
marks. He said that it was a great pleas- 
ure to the city to have in her gates so many 
representative men—these men who came 
from all parts of the country and represent- 
ed such important interests of the country. 

He referred to the history of Atlanta and 
pointed out that it was peculiarly a place 
where all conventions could gather, As to 
the waterworks of the city they were a cred- 
it to any pla¢e'in the country. 

There was one regret which ,the mayor

Mayor _King said, however, that the 

thoughts of the superintendent were with 

them, though he could not come in person. 
A Speech from Jndge Hillyer. 

Judge Hillyer was introduced when the 
speech of the mayor was finished. Since 
the coming of the convention Judge Hillyer. 
who is president of the water commission, 
has been actively mingling with them, and 
when he was brought before the men yes- 
terday there was a clamor of applause that 
echoed all through the corridors of the ho- 
tel. 

The judge said that he wished to second 
the sentiment of the mayor in reference to 
the hearty welcome which Atlanta’s chief 
executive extended. It was a source of 
great gratification to him that the Ameri. 
can \.aterworks convention could assemble 
in Atianta, where there was acknowledged 
to be one of the best systems in the United 
States. It was the only city in the coun- 
try, if not in the world, which had’ the 
un‘versal meter system. The city also 
prided itself on the application of a spien- 
did system of filtration. The speaker 
called attention to the well-paved strects 
of the city and to all the other things 
which have been done in Atlanta in the 
way of improvements in the last’ ten 
years. He told of the many embarraes. 
ing things which the people who were at 
the head of the work had had to overcome, 
There had been obstacles, but these had 
been met. They were met in a determined 
way and now there was no city which 
could ‘boast of greater improvem»nts in 
the shortest length of time than the Gate 
City of the South. 

The address was not long and {+ was 
listened to with great interest. he judge 
spoke complimentarily of Captain Bob 
Clayton and the work he and Superinten- 
dent Pichards had done for the city.

Resolutions for Mr. Richards. 

All the pleasantries were passei and the 
members got down to work. Before the 
reading of the papers, however, Mr. L H. 
Garden, a prominent citizen of New Or- 
leans. had a resolution which he wisned 
to introduce concerning Superintendent 
Richards. It was as follows: 

“Resolved, That this convention horeby 
expresses its keen disappointment in not 
meeting our honored friend und brother, 
William G. Richards, in his accustomed 
and prominent place on our floor and that 
we tender him an expression of our deep 
regret at his enforced absence caused by 
his illness. We earnestly pray for his 
speedy recovery and we assure him,.that 
his absence from among us is the cnly 
cloud obscuring the brightness of this, our 
annual meeting. 

“Resolved, That this convention tenders 
of tender sympathy with tnem in this 
hour of their great anxiety. 

“Resolved, That the secretary be and is 
requested to convey to him a vopy of 
these resolutions.” 

The resolutions were passed by a rising 
vote. 

The President’s Address. 

Then followed the address of President 
Ryle? He was frequently applauded and 
spoke with much earnestness as follows: 

“Gentlemen of the American Waterworks 
Association: We meet for the fifteenth an- 
nual gathering on this beautiful summer 
day in a city made famous in history, and 
it is pleasant to see so many new faces 
grouped ‘with our older members. Many 
a change in water supply, filtration, man- 
agement, meters, etc., flas occurred since 
this association started on its successful 
career in 1881. It was but a spark that was 
then kindled, but now the wants and 
power of the assooiation are felt the 
length and breadth of this country and far 
across the sea. One would suppose that 
by this time all matters appertaining to 
our profession would have been discovered 
and settled satisfactorily, but this is not 
so by any means. The more we study 
water supply problems the more we dis- 
cover how little we know comparatively. 

“At this time the question of chang.ng 
impure water to pure by electricity or 
aluminium seems to me to be important 
enough to ask you to find out all that is 
possifie about it so that it may. be 
discussed at the next convention. 

“Although many of us’ may think that7 
changing impure water to pure except by 
filtration is one of the lost arts, we should

all be glad to know the discoverer. Electrol- 
ysis is still with us and@in many places do- 
ing untold and undiscovered damage, but 
the power that destroys, harnessed to a 
proper pump, is helping many a city to 
solve the problem of pumping to a stand- 
pipe, to supply elevated portions, far from 
the pumping stations, Where to place an- 
other steam plant would cost too much to 
maintain. In the papers that are to 
be read at this meeting you are all in- 
terested and it is to be hoped that all wilil 
discuss them thoroughly. The new members 
especially are requested to give us the re- 
sult of their experience and in their own 
way, and to- feel that. they are among 
friends who will appreciate any information 
given and will reciprocate to the best of 
their ability. 

“It is facts told in the plainest way that 
as a rulé are better understood, and these 
are what we want. To our associate mem- 
bers we owe much of our success in the 
improvement of our waterworks supplies. 

“It is to them that We make our sugges- 
tion of improvements to the appliances they 
manufacture. They experiment, and when 
perfected, we are all benefited, Without our 
associate members the waterworks con- 
vention would be like Hamlet with the play 
left out. I regret to announce the- death of 
two prominent and active members~-of the 
association during the last fiscal year, 
Phineas Ball and Frederic Sickles. Both of 
these men were active members of the as- 
sociation for a number of years and were 
each strong factors in the world of progres- 
s.ve and aggressive movements for the ben- 
efits of mankind, each one filling his part 
in the field of mechanical and hydraulic art. 
The result of their labor and toil is mani- 
festly prominent in waterworks practice.” 

In a few more words the president closed 
his address and opened the business of the 
order. ’ 


The Afternoon Session. 

The afternoon session of the association 
was called at 2:30. Delegates were siow in 
gathering and there was not so large an 
attendance as the morning meeting brought 
out. 

The session was taken up wholly with the 
reading of papers. These were read, all of 
them,’ by Secretary Milne, as the authors 
were unable to attend the convention, Pa- 
pers were read as follows:

Some of these papers were extremely 
technical and of interest only to those in 
the waterworks work. 

It has been the plan of the association 
after the reading of a paper to discuss it 
thoroughly, to criticise and analyze. Mr. 
Patrick Henry Limneen, a prominent mem- 
ber of the association from Chicago, made 
a short but forceful talk advocating the 
postponement of discussion until the next 
annual session. He said that he thought 
the discussion was the most important part 
of the work and in order to take up the 
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different swbjects intelligently it was his 
opinion that it was best to put off the 
discussion until all the papers had been 
read carefully, although he Gi not think 
it would be out of order to take up the sub- 
jects casually as they were treated. 

After debate for some time on this it was 
finally carried. 

The ’Cue This Afternoon. 

The barbecue this afternoon will be an 
elaborate affair of its kind. Extensive 
preparations have been made by Mr, George 
Terry and others who have this part of the 
programme in charge. 

Tomerrow will be the last day of the 
convention. Then will come up the ballot-

OBSERVED BY THE ISRAELITES TODAY 


Religious Services at the Synagogue—How 
the Day Has Been Regarded in 
Past ¥ ears. 


Every loyal Hebrew in Atlanta will to- 
day celebrate the feast of Pentecost. 

This is one of the most important an- 
niversaries in the Jewish calendar. It is 
usually observed by the Hebrews of this 
city in a very impressive manner and in- 
teresting exercises are held at the syna- 
gogue. 

In accordance with the custom that has 
long prevailed, services were held at the 
Synagogue last night. These were*in keep- 
ing with the anniversary and quite a 
large number were present at the services. 

This morning at 10 o’clock the synagogue, 
on the corner of Forsyth and Garnett 
Btreets, will be crowded with devout He- 
brews, and the gratitude of the: congrega- 
tion will be offered up for the blessings of 
providence bestowed upon them as a people 
and as individuals during the year. 

The religious festivals celebrated by the 
Jews are Rosh Hashanah, or Jewish New 
Year; Yom Kippur, or day of atone- 
ment; Pesach, or Passover, and Shabuoth, 
or Pentecost. The last two are regarded as 
belonging to the same festival, as they 
served as the original bounds of harvest 
time, Passover coming first and Pente- 
cost last. Since , Palestine has been 
axchanged by the Jews for the 
colder climates of various coun- 
tries, the connection of the feast with the 
harvest time has ceased to be observed. 
Passover is now observed as a memorial 
of the exodus from Egypt, and Pertecost 
as the anniversary of the revelation of the 
decalogue to Moses on Mount Sinai.

Our market was barely 
Steady with selling orders from Liverpool 
at the opening. Trading is. assuming 
brighter proportions, and there is a disin- 
clination on the part of the speculative ele- 
ment to increase its holdings. A small but 
recognizable tendency to realize is mani- 
festing itself, and the decline to 7.13 for 
August is attributable to this, as those who 
believe in lower prices are not aggressive in 
their transactions.

New Orleans 
has been a seller in our market. Without 
increased and continued support appear- 
ances point to a further liquidation with re- 
sulting lower prices.

Some 
outside buying orders appeared, and there 
was a rumor of an absorption of cotton by 
a large operator. The close was steady 
with prices well sustained.

Chic®go, May 28.—Wheat acted in a nerv- 
ous @ d irregular fashion today. Scalpers 
found opportunities on both sides, some 
very wesk spots appearing, but in the 
main a fairly nrm to strong reeling prevail- 
ing. Prices were in no instance as low as 
the close of yesterday, the inside quotation, 
however, coming very near to it. C. A. 
King & Co., of Toledo, published a report 
on the condition of winter wheat which, 
Butimed up, itdicated but abput half a 
ere for the six pringipal states. Crop 
dam.se stories and hot winds in Nebraska 
ana «aansas, with the report mentioned, 
were instrumental in causing an opening 
M@it4e above the close. During the morn- 
ing the demand showed symptoms of slack- 
ening and with very little effort a Cecline 
too<t place. The shipments to importing 
countries for the week aggregated ¥,383,0ue 
bushels, against estimated requirements o. 
6,700,00 bushels. Bradstreet’s reported the 
world’s visible stock as 2,868,000 bushels 
less than last wéék. The reduction was 


not large enough to satisfy the crowd, and, . 


following the announcement, a decline set 
in. During the last half hour a recovery oc- 
curred, the close being within a  frac- 
tion of the outside. July wheat opened 
froru 79% to 80c, sold between 79 and &le, 
closing at 80%c, 244c higher than yesterday. 
Cash wheat sold generally at vesterday’s 
prices, but closed firm and higher with 
the futures. 

Corn— There were 100 cars less in the re- 
ceipts of corn today than had been ex- 
pected, 1,025 cars coming in. The estimate 
for tomorrow was not so large, either, 
only 800 cars being looked for. It is the 
Opinion of many that after the end of May 
there will be a sharp falling off in the 
movement all along the Hne. The market 
today was firm, confidence in the accuracy 
of the predictions taking hold of the trade 
and wheat throwing support into corn. 
Bracstreet’s reported an increase in the 
worla’s available stock of 1,382,000 bushels. 
July corn opened from 53 to 533,c, sold be- 
tween 53 and 5iléc, closing at Sd3%c, 4c 
higher than yesterday. Cash corn was %4c 
higher than yesterday. 

Provisions—A healthy tone marked the 
trading in provisions. Hogs were in light 
supply and higher. This was really the 
motive for the improvement in provisions, 
although the stiff wheat market contrib- 
uted something of encouragement. Early 
there was an active business, but from the 
call only shortly before the close very 
little was done. The last fifteen minutes 
witnessed some revival of trading with the 
final feeling firm. The close was litee high- 
er than vesterday for July pork and 7%c 
higher each. for July lard and July ribs. 
Domestic markets were quiet and steady. 

Oats were firm most of the day. There 
was a brief period when the strength was 
not pronounced, but the final trading was 
at materially higher prices than yesterday.

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No Indigent Pensions Until After the 
Legislature Meets. 


THE APPROPRIATION IS FOR BUT 500 


Secretary Johnson Has Issued an Impor- 
tant Circular to the Ordinaries on the 
Subject~The Legislature Must Act. 


The indigent pension act cannot become 
operative until the general assembly takes 
further action on this line. 

To 4,000 needy confederate veterans this 
will be most unwelcome news, for all those 
who havé made forimal application for the 
relivf afforded by this act will be disap- 
poirted. 

B':t this delay is inevitable. The legisla- 
tur, when it passed the act providing for 
this pension, appropriated $30,000 with which 
to carry out its provisions. This made it 
possible to give $60 a year, the amount stat- 
ed in the act, to each of 500 pensioners, who 
by reason of “age and poverty, infirmity 
and poverty, or blindness and poverty,” 
are unable to take care of themselves. 

But there are too many of these. 

For some weeks Judge Richard Johnson, 
in charge of the pension department, has 
been working on the claims sent in. After 
a ca)eful study of the applications he be- 
came convinced that there were so many 
of them meritorious as to render the act in- 
operative as it now stands. Judge Johnson 
has accordingly sent the following letter 
to the ordinaries of the state: 

“State of Georgia, Executive office, Atlan- 
ta, May 28, 1895.—To the Ordinary. Dear Sir: 
There have been filed in this office more 
than four thousand pension claims under 
the act of 15th of December, 1894, and a 
careful examination shows that it will be 
entirely impracticable to pay any of them 
until the general assembly takes some 
action. As you are aware, the appropria- 
tion made to cover this law is $30,000, which 
takes in only 500 claims, when it is now 
certain that it will require a very much 
larger sum. While all of the claims now 
cf file have not been passed on, it is reason- 
ably safe to say that at least 2,000 will be 
approved. It has been suggested that the 
money in hand be paid out pro rata, but 
there is nothing in the law that will justify 
this course. It has also been suggested to 
pay to those most in need, but a moment’s 
thought will show that this could not be 
properly done, besides every approved 
Claim stands on the same footing with an- 
other. Again, it has been advised to pay 
it to those whose claims were first filed, 
when that would likely defeat the object of 
the law, as it would provide for those most 
active, or most diligent, or best able to care 
for their own interest—to the exclusion of 
the most helpless. The matter will be re- 
ferred to the general assembly, and in the 
meantime all applHcations should be for- 
warded as soon as prepared, so that those 
entitled to the pension may be enrolled and 
provision made for them by the legislature.

The circular explains the situation. 

It wiil be remembered that the widows’ 
pension act had exactly the same experi- 
ence. The applications under it were so 
many that an additional appropriation hed 
to be made before any of the widows re- 
ceived a pension. 

The Other Pensions. 

Of the pensions to maimed soldiers under 
the oid act Georgia has paid this year 
$184,765. The appropriation of the legislature 
was $190,000. ‘there are about one hundred 
claims under this act now pending. 

There has been paid $233,220 of the $240,000 
appropriated jor widows’ pensions, and 


about twenty new applications have been 


approved.
